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Rochester Votes Yes for School Expansion

The Town of Rochester voted on October 31, 
2009, to appropriate funds for expansion on the Rochester 
Memorial School, which is currently over-capacity. 

In an October 26 Special Town Meeting, Rochester 
residents voted 260 to 5 to approve the renovation and 
expansion project, which will add 14 classrooms, expand 
the cafeteria and add 200 parking spaces to the school. 
The override was approved at the October 31 election by 
Rochester voters, 3 to 1. 

The estimated cost of the project is $26.5 million; 
after state funding, the Town of Rochester will be 
responsible for coming up with $11,860,000. 

Because of the space crisis at RMS, Rochester 
Project Grow students have been attending Marion 
schools, at Rochester's expense. Marion School Committee 
Chairperson Jane McCarthy described Rochester 
Memorial School as "busting out at the seams.'' Eating in 
the school cafeteria, finding space for classrooms, and just 
day-to-day foot traffic has been a logistic problem at RMS. 

The approved project is slated to begin in April 
2010 and will ideally be completed during the 2010/2011 
school year. The much-anticipated expansion project 
will provide room and resources to the growing town

Michele Cusolito of Rochester is a parent of 
two school-aged children. While her daughter attends 
Project Grow in Marion because of the space issues in 
Rochester, her son attends RMS and feels the impact of 
the overcrowding first-hand. Ms. Cusolito helped work 
on a "Vote Yes" campaign for the RMS expansion project 
by distributing lawn signs and by collecting contact 
information to rally parents on the issue. 

To Ms. Cusolito, the expansion project will 
provide more resources to children, as well as the teaching 
staff, who she says have been "terrific" and "tremendous" 
despite the teaching challenges they have faced. RMS staff 
sacrificed their break room so children could have an art 
classroom, which has resulted in a lot of teachers eating 
their lunches at their desks or in the small office that is 
currently serving as the replacement teachers' room. 

"The bottom line is that a 'no' vote would' ve 
cost the town more than a 'yes' vote in the long run," 
Ms. Cusolito said, citing the low interest rate that the 
school will get on the loan used to fund the expansion. 
Since the town voted "yes" to appropriate funds. Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera will begin the loan 
application process and the town will pay a historic low 
for an interest rate on the project. 

ORR's upcoming superintendent Douglas White 
stated in his second interview that the RMS expansion 
would be a wise investment solution to overcrowding 
since, if Rochester voters had voted it down, they 
still would have had to invest money in the analysis 
of the building's safety. Money spent on temporary 
classrooms and small fixes would not have had any kind 
of investment return. The slated project will support an 
expanding school population for the next 20 years.

The first question came from Shirley Pearson, 
who was concerned that the article could allow the Town 
to make repairs to a private road without the request of 
the road residents, thereby making a road public without 
a request for road work. Chairman Selectman Collyer 
assured Ms. Pearson that the Highway Department would 
only make repairs if so requested by the road residents, 
and that private roads owners could still make repairs 
privately to maintain their complete private status if they 
chose. ''We believe that what we are putting forward is 
the most vanilla bylaw as spelled out by Mass General 
Law," Chairman Collyer said. 

Michael Jolliffe, a resident of a public road, 
asked what the bylaw's implications would be for snow 
removal. Chairman Collyer informed him that issues 
concerning snow removal would be placed on the April 
annual ballot. Snow removal was not to be addressed at 
the Special Town Meeting since the bylaw proposed by 
the Board of Selectmen and Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham was really addressing the issue of grading 
and the legal use of private roads for school buses, 
ambulances, and other necessary services for residents. 

"The issue many of you have, as I understand it, 
is the language of it," said Mr. Fleming. "It doesn't mean 
you can park on the road, it doesn't mean you can use the 
private beach. In many ways, it won't change anything." 

Jeff Riley, a public road resident, was concerned

about who was going to pay for the fuel needed to 
operate the town equipment, the town equipment 
upkeep, and the labor. He felt that the issue was being 
rushed and wanted a study committee to examine the full 
ramifications of allowing the Town to maintain private 
roads. Chairman Collyer told him that the proposed 
bylaw wasn't rushed, and that it's been on the table for 
10 or 11 months, but that some of the roads need work in 
order to be plowable, and that is why there is a push to 
pass the bylaw, which can be addressed annually, at the 
Special Town Meeting. 

'T think the citizens of this town always want to 
take care of their neighbor," Mr. Fleming said. 

'T don't cherish to pit neighbor against neighbor," 
Mr. Riley responded. "But I knowingly bought my house 
on a public road. People on private roads knew what they 
were buying." 

Patricia Aleks brought before Town Meeting an 
amendment to the article, to continue the status quo of 
maintenance on private roads, with the town maintenance 
ending on October 31 to give the private roads residents 
and associations time to decide what they would do 
about repairs and snow removal. Ms. Aleks' amendment 
was seconded, but ultimately thrown out because the 
amendment was not authorized by a statute and Mr. 
Fleming said that it would possibly bind further town 
meetings. 

As the debate continued, several points of 
concern were addressed: private roads, although made 
public by town maintenance, would remain private in 
ownership and certain features, like speed bumps, would 
still be allowed. Private road residents would not be 
forced to buy materials from the town, but could purchase 
their own materials for grading as long as the materials 
were considered acceptable by the Highway Surveyor.

The town would not be responsible for any damages 
made to private property in the road upkeep, and if a 
person were injured, such as a walker or cyclist, as the 
result of the road, the town would also not be liable. 

Barry Denham spoke to the voters, and gave them 
an overview of his perspective as Highway Surveyor. 
There are 75 miles of road in Mattapoisett; 44 miles of 
those roads are public, and 30.5 are private. 'Tf you decide 
tonight that you want me to work on private roads, then 
that is your order, but work on private roads takes from 
public [road work],'' Mr. Denham said. 

Jeff Riley stood again and motioned to table the 
article. The motion to table was voted down.

by Mr. Denham, and asked, since the town maintenance 
has ceased on private roads, what Mr. Denham has 
done with the extra man-hours. Ms. Ward has been an 
ongoing advocate for keeping status quo in the town's 
maintenance of private roads. 

Joyce Almeida used Mr. Denham' s information 
to advocate for Article 1. She thought if there are that 
many private road residents in Mattapoisett, then the 
appropriation of money for private road maintenance 
would be using tax payer money in a way that is 
beneficial to a large segment of the town. 

Mr. Fleming ended discussion on the matter and 
asked for a vote to accept Article 1, which needed a simple 
majority vote. Article 1 passed 174 to 20. 

After Article 1 was resolved, Mr. Eklund resumed 
his role as Town Moderator. 

Article 2 was submitted by the Mattapoisett 
School Committee and asked voters for the appropriation 
of $2,313.45 from an insurance settlement to be used to 
replace damaged equipment at the Old Hammondtown 
School. This article required a simple majority vote and 
passed 120 to 0. 

Article 3 was submitted by the Mattapoisett 
School Committee and asked voters for the appropriation 
of funds from a lawsuit settlement in the sum of $196,579 
for deficiencies in the work at the Old Hammondtown 
School. The appropriated funds would pay for work on 
the "List of Outstanding Work at the Old Hammondtown 
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School Project'' and would authorize the School 
Department to use these funds as needed. Article 3 
required a simple majority vote and passed 120 to 0. 

Article 4 was submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town Administrator, and asked voters 
for supplemental funding in fiscal year 2010. The Town 
voted to appropriate the sum of $33,247 from available 
funds for the purpose of supplementing the funding at 
the May 11 Annual Town Meeting under Article 2. Under 
the Elections line item, $7,500 was to be appropriated; 
under the Veterans Benefits line item, $25,747 was to 
be appropriated. The elections line item is necessary to 
update voting equipment since the Town will have an 
election to replace Senator Kennedy. Article 4 required a

simple majority vote and passed 119 to 1. 

Article 5 was submitted by the Town 
Administrator and asked voters for the appropriation 
of $8,403 from available revenues to pay various Town 
department expenses during the previous fiscal year and 
gave authorization to the Town Administrator to pay 
outstanding invoices. Among other projects, the money 
will be used to pay for a handicap ramp at Town Hall. A 
nine-tenths majority vote was needed. Article 5 passed 
120 to 0. 

Article 6 was submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Fire Chief, and Town Administrator, 
and asked voters for the appropriation of $13,500 from 
available revenues to fund the replacement of the heating 
system inside the Fire Station, and to authorize the Fire 
Chief to enter into contracts for materials and labor in the 
heating system's replacement. The current furnace had 
to be serviced four times last year and once already in 
September 2009. The Article passed 120 to 0. 

Article 7 was submitted by the Bike Path 
Committee and asked voters to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to accept a gifted easement or interest in fee 
from the YMCA on Reservation Road for the bike path 
route. The Board of Selectmen can take the stretch of land 
as either an easement or under ownership. A two-thirds 
majority was needed for Article 7, which passed 120 to 0. 

Article 8 was submitted by the Bike Path 
Committee and asked voters to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to accept a gifted easement from the 
Mattapoisett Housing Authority for the bike path route. A 
two-thirds majority was needed to accept this easement, 
which is adjacent to Acushnet Road near the Railroad 
right-of-way. Article 8 passed 120-0. 

Article 9 was submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town Administrator and asked voters 
for a transfer between line items for fiscal year 2010 on 
appropriations made at the May 2 Annual Town Meeting. 
The transfers were $5,000 from full-time highway wages 
to road repairs and maintenance, and $5,000 from full- 
time highway wages to part-time personnel. Article 9 
needed a simple majority and passed 109 to 1. 

Article 10 was submitted by the Board of

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Selectmen and asked voters for the appropriation 
of a sum of $200,000 from available revenue to the 
Stabilization Fund. Article 10 passed 105 to 0. 

Article 11 was submitted by the Town 
Administrator and asked voters for the appropriation 
of a sum of money to determining the cause and 
responsibility for the Center School's leaking roof, with 
the ultimate goal of fixing the leak. Both in the historic 
and new section of the Center School, there is leaking that 
is believed to be the result of bad materials and faulty 
workmanship. In order to proceed with a case against 
the contractor, $50,000 is needed for third party analysis. 
If a lawsuit is filed, the $50,000 will be part of the claim 
against the contractor. Article 11 needed a simple majority 
and passed 100 to 0. 

Article 12 was submitted by the Town 
Administrator and asked voters for the appropriation 
of $5,000 to design a new heating, ventilation, and air 
conditioning system at the Town Hall, and that the Town 
would apply for consideration in funding the project with 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Green Communities 
Energy Conservation Improvement Fund. This sum of 
money is only for the design of a system so the Town 
can apply for grants to improve the carbon footprint of 
the Town Hall. Article 12 required a simple majority and 
passed 100 to 0. 

Article 13 was submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen and asked voters for the appropriation of

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing at 7:00 pm on Tuesday, November 3, 2009 
at the Marion Town House. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant Town 
Administrator Helene Graver. The minutes of the Board 
of Selectmen Meetings on October 20 and 26, 2009 were 
approved. 

The Board met with Marion Police Ghief Lincoln 
W. Miller at 7:05 pm to appoint candidate Ryan Bernier 
to the position of full-time Police Officer. Born in New 
Bedford and raised in Dartmouth, Mr. Bernier graduated 
from Westfield State Gollege with a degree in Griminal 
Justice and from the M.B.T.A. Police Academy. He has 
been a Public Safety Police Officer for the past two years. 
He will begin on Sunday, November 8, 2009 and will have 
a one-year probationary period. 

In September, the Board had received a letter from 
Johnathan Sylvia who expressed interest in becoming an 
alternate member of the Zoning Board of Appeals. Mr. 
Sylvia, who is a junior at UMass Dartmouth majoring in 
Accounting, moved to Marion after living in Acushnet 
and attending New Bedford High School.

was held in regards to the allegations that alcohol was 
being consumed past 1:00 am. The Wave owners and their 
attorney, Stuart Grimes, convinced the Board to hold over 
the hearing until the next meeting. 

The Wave's owners and attorney did not attend 
the next meeting, which took place on October 20, 
2009, but sent a letter admitting to the allegations and 
asking for the smallest amount of punishment possible. 
According to Mr. Dawson, since is the restaurant's first 
offense under this ownership, this is the action that has 
been taken in the past in other similar situations. 

A change order has been granted in the Marion 
Police Station. According to the email sent from the 
architect, "The Marion Police Facility project has 
encountered unforeseen conditions related to the soils 
at the project site. The presence of rock (both small and 
large) was evident when sitework commenced by the 
General Contractor. Prior to submitting a bid, this rock 
condition was not apparent to the General Contractor 
through site observations, review of geotechnical reports, 
or contract documents. This site condition has created 
additional work on the part of the General Contractor 
to complete his contractual obligations to the Town 
of Marion.'' The change order that was asked for and 
approved was $95,487.39. The contract time has been 
extended by 30 days to resolve all matters related to this 
issue. 

Three one-day alcohol licenses were granted: the 
Board of Selectmen Holiday Party on Tuesday, December 
1, the Beverly Yacht Club Holiday Party on Saturday, 
December 5 and a baby shower at the Marion Social Club 
on Saturday, November 21.

ORR realized how important these evacuation 
plans are during the 2006-2007 school year, when both the 
high school and junior high had been forced to evacuate 
the building due to a bomb scare. The situation was one of 
confusion as everyone headed out to the school grounds, 
thinking it was just a fire drill, and then proceeded to 
board buses. Once everyone was in the gymnasium of 
Tabor Academy and attendance was taken, students were 
dismissed. Some students left via buses while others left 
with their parents. Teachers and school administrators 
used a multiple-attendance system to keep track of all the 
students. But other than the difference in dismissal, this 
year's drill wasn't any different from a real evacuation. 
'In the real situation we did not return to ORR during 
the normal school hours, so we had to use a reunification 
process that allows parents to pick students up at Tabor," 
Mr. Devoll explained. 

From the school administrator standpoint, the 
drill was very successful. Mr. Devoll also noted that it 
was time efficient. ''We got out of the building, got to 
Tabor, and returned to ORR in about an hour," he said. 
The students participating in the drill were both those in 
the high school and junior high. Both congregated in the 
ORR bus terminal, and were boarded with two classes to 
a bus. Only a few buses had to make a second trip for the 
remaining students who couldn't fit on any of the other 
buses. They were able to get to Tabor within five minutes 
of the first arrivals.

The students viewed the evacuation drill in 
mixed light. Some felt that it wasn't entirely realistic - it 
was pointed out that the buses wouldn't have been there 
during the day, making the real evacuation longer Others 
thought that evacuating the building wouldn't make a 
difference during a bomb scare - by the time students 
had gotten on the buses, the bombs might have already 
detonated. Mr. DevoU, however, assured the students that 
the evacuation drill was in fact realistic and would keep 
everyone safe during a real situation. "The evacuation 
plan was created with help from local police and fire 
departments, and we are confident that it serves our 
school community well," he said. 

Other students found the evacuation drill both 
purposeful and fun. Students entertained themselves both 
on the bus rides and at Tabor Academy using creative 
means. "We had an awesome game of 'Telephone'," Ms. 
Jean Smith said of her AP Biology class with Mr Kelsey. 
And Mr. Kelsey's class wasn't the only group to play 
Telephone - Mr Everett's study did so on the bus ride 
back to ORR and had also played it during a lockdown 
earlier in the year "Our bus was awesome," said Ms. 
Christina Ahrens, one of the students in that particular 
study. 

Mr. DevoU has one last note for the general public 
about school safety measures and drills. "All drills that 
we conduct are to gauge the effectiveness of our response 
to emergencies and we learn a lot about every drill 
that we stage. We are continually improving our safety 
measures," he said. And as ORR continues to practice 
these drills, students will continue to enjoy the temporary 
break from class and routine.

The Latest and Greatest: 
Holiday Computer Shopping 

Computers have been so completely integrated 
into our society that almost all tasks are completed with 
them. Now you rent movies, order pizza, buy books, and 
someone without a computer is at a big disadvantage in 
the world. 

The average computer user (henceforth known 
as the ACU) doesn't need a lot of "specs"; they need 
something that will get them online, let them word 
process, and listen to music. And besides in these trying 
economic times any money you can save is appreciated. 
So I'm here to outline some of the better options for 
these "starter computers." 

For a long time Apple has billed itself as the 
company for the ACU. They offered products that have 
simple interfaces, but generally higher prices than 
competitor's machines. This is still true, Apple's feline- 
christened operating systems (the latest one being Snow 
Leopard) are easy to use, easier that is, but their prices 
generally range from $1000-$3000. 

Then there is a Mac Mini, a perfect basic 
computer made by Apple. It starts at $599 and has all of 
the necessities for the ACU. The problem with the Mac 
Mini is that it doesn't come with a monitor, so that will 
have to be purchased separately. Basic new monitors 
start at $99, which makes the starting price of the Mac 
Mini $699, which is as the old alliterative cliche states, 
is a pretty penny. Also the need for a monitor makes 
the Mac Mini pretty immobile, despite the fact that the 
device is only six and a half by six and a half inches. 
But if you're just looking for a replacement for your old 
hulking tower the Mac Mini is a great choice, but that 
doesn't make it a real "starter computer." 

Apple's best deals are the "20 inch screen 
iMacs. They're one solid piece, computer and monitor 



built into one, they're fairly good machines, slightly 
above the ACU's standard needs and they start at $1199. 
So they're not cheap, but if you don't already own a 
monitor the iMac is a good choice. But once again 
there's that high price tag, makes one wonder if there's 
any descent computers for cheap. 

The answer is: of course there are. 

The best starter computers I've found are the 
recent wave of "Mini Laptops" that several companies 
have been manufacturing lately. These are good, 
portable computers, with a wide range of choices. Dell, 
HP, Toshiba and Sony all make them. These are all PCs, 
they run on Windows operating systems as opposed to 
Apple's operating systems. 

Some people have complained Windows is too 
difficult to use. And honestly, the learning curve for the 
system is a bit higher than that of Apple, but the basic 
programs, web browsing, word processing, music and 
photos function pretty much the same. You can even get 
most of the same programs on both operating systems. 

The best deal out of all of the "Mini Laptops," 
is the Dell Mini lOv Laptop. For $299 it is one of the 
least expensive computers available and Dell does 
offer financing. The 10.1" screen is compact, but large 
enough so that it can be read clearly. The only problem 
I found with this computer, and this is true for all the 
"Mini Laptops," is that the keyboards were a little too 
small for my hands. 

With all this knowledge you should be able to 
make an informed decision on how to join up with the 
rest of the world, without cleaning out the coffers.

That's That

This Is It, Starring Michael Jackson. Directed by Kenny 
Ortega. Running time: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

I feel a little bad for the stage dancers in This Is It. 
There they are at the beginning of the film, many of them 
moved to tears by the very prospect of dancing onstage with 
their hero, Michael Jackson, for his projected farewell concert 
in London. Well, they got to rehearse with him, anyway, and 
their efforts, captured on camera, are recorded for posterity. As 
the world now knows, Jackson's This Is It concerts were not to 
be; he died less than a month before the first show. 

One hundred hours of rehearsals were filmed for the 
concert crew's own reference and for Jackson's personal library; 
the footage was never intended to be seen by the public. We're 
to understand that the show's director (and the film's credited 
director), Kenny Ortega, heard from so many fans wanting to 
see that footage that Ortega decided to put the film together 
for them. The truth is probably somewhat thornier; the concert 
promoter AEG Live, which took a $500 million bath from the 
fifty cancelled dates, has to make its money back somehow. 
Still, what's left here is an interesting, if remote, portrait of an 
entertainment machine with a laser-precise vision of what he 
wanted. 

It's possible that the only time Michael Jackson was 
fully in control was when he was onstage, or doing prep work 
for a show. The rest of his life was mess and scandal and self- 
disfigurement, but in the lights, at least, he knew something 
about something. Always gracious, often appending his 
critiques "with love," Jackson makes minute adjustments to 
the sound, the timing, the funkiness. We'll never know what 
cocktail of meds he may or may not have been on, but mentally, 
in the film, he seems formidable. Physically, he often holds 
back, saving his voice, he repeatedly says, for the main event. 
He gladly gives the spotlight ("This is your turn to shine") to 
Orianthi Panagaris, a 24-year-old Australian virtuoso guitarist 
always seen chewing gum. When you've played onstage with 
Steve Vai at age 15, you can probably get away with chewing 
gum in front of the King of Pop. 

For obvious reasons. This Is It suffers from a 
patchwork style — the editors do a heroic job of stitching it 



all together 
into something 
coherent. The 
highlight, mid- 
film, is probably 
"Thriller" (notch 
up another 
movie credit 
for Vincent 
Price); we get 
a peek at what 
would 've been 
an impressive 
multimedia 3D 
presentation. 
This 

megaproduction 
in general would 
likely have been 
quite a night 
out, though by 
necessity short 
on spontaneity; 
Jackson's fans 

paid to see his act well-worked-out, not rough around the edges. 
The film shows only the bare bones of what might have been. 
It's difficult to assess, on a technical or even narrative level, 
footage that we weren't really supposed to see. But people are 
expected to pay to see it, so that's where we critics come in. 

This Is It shows a man, frail and (unwittingly) close 
to death, yet still packing iconic power. He doesn't waste a 
movement or a word. His entire essence seems mixed into the 
music (much of which has odd levels of hostility and aggression 
for someone who talks constantly about peace and love). His 
fluid mechanical-man moves and his strange late-period martial 
iconography (as seen in "They Don't Really Care About Us") 
denote a control freak, or, more generously, a perfectionist, and 
it's clear to me that the Michael Jackson we see here would 
not have wanted us to see the Michael Jackson we see here. 
His estate okayed the film, but his estate has bills to pay, too. 
As a posthumous document. This Is It offers a veiled, vaseline- 
lens look behind the curtain. As a cultural event, it's more than 
a little creepy and depressing. As with Elvis before him, the 
vultures will keep picking at this sad man-child's bones until 
there's nothing left.
